AnEpitome of which two ſorts of peopic was here- 
toforerepreſented vnto vs, in Abel and Caine, Sarah 
and Hapar, Iſaac and 1ſmael, lacob and Eſau; and are 
by great S. Aaſten compared vnto two Cities, which 
two loues built, the extreame loue of God, and the 
extreame loue of our ſelues : The loue of our ſelues, 
euen to the contempt of God , built the earthly and 
reprobare citie: the loue of God,euento the contempt 
of our ſelues, built the heauenly elttic : the one aſcri- 
beth all glory vnto God, the other challengeth all 
Gods glory vnto her ſelfe. The one(laith the ſame Fa- 
ther) is _ pglorisſa,the other is onely | $1644 aa 
the one iris ſaid,0 how glorious are the titles which are 


ſaid of thee thoucitic of God ! Butof the other itmay be 


ſaid; O how glorious are the titles which thou ſayeſt 
of thy ſelfe, O citic of the world! 
Bur hearken, I beſeech you, with reuerence, what 


the holy Prophet ſaith of them both in this Pſalme : 


the one (faith he) is as chaffe which the winde driues 
away, but the other is bleſſed, and ſhall be like a tree 
planted by the riners of waters, which ſhall bring forth 
his fruit in due ſeaſon. Inwhich deſcription of the pro- 
ſperitic of the godfY, there are two parts : ifxyyoic,and 
t2£03000 io, a narration, and an cxornation; the narra- 
tion in the two former verſes, the exornation in the 
third which I now haue read vnto you. Where, mee 
thinkes, not onely the perſon here deſcribed, in my

Text,but my Text itſelfe, may ficly be reſembled vn- 
to a Tree : the branches of my Text are like the bran- 
ches of trees at this time of the yeere, full laden with

The chiefe materiall of which the body and bran. 


 ches of this tree 'are compounded , is a Propoſition, 


which containeth in ita Deſcription, and a Compari- 


ſon, or rather, a comparative deſcription of the life 


ofa regenerate man, vnto the life of a flouriſhing and 
fruitfull tree. 

The parts of this propoſition are in number foure: 
firſt the Swbied?z ſecondly, the Copula; thirdly,the 47- 
tribute; and fourthly, the 4diuntits of this attribute. 
The ſubic& of this Propoſition , and of all theſe ar- 
tributes herein my text, is the Pronoune of the third 
perſon, bee, by which may be vnderſtood and implied 
three perſons; vis. Chriſt, theChurch, and therigh- 


teous man, The Copulais the Verbe ſubſtanriue, erie: 
for ſo reade the ſeuentie, 4rius Montanus Yatablus,and 


the Latine vulgar, onely 1#nizs, e, the matter being 
of no conſequence; the Hebritians viing theſe two 
tenſes promiſcuouſly one for the other. The attribute 
is aſimilitude or reſemblance, ke 4 tree. The adiunas 
of this attribute are thefe, planted, by the rivers of wa- 
ter, which ſhall bring forth hu frait in due ſeaſon, All 
which,being ioyntly annexed vntothe principall attri- 
bute, like a tree, doe makeit perfeR,andablolute,and 
arc together with their principalMttriburte, to be re- 
ferred tothe ſubicR (he,)whoas heis aman, is likened

planted; as hee is a man regenerate by the waters of 


Baptiſme,and the fountainc of Gods graces,is likened

to a tree planted by the riuers of waters': his aQjons 
are compared to the effecs of trees; his working, to 
bringing forth;his workes tothe fruir; the time of his 
working and labour in his vocation, tothe dueſeaſon 
of the yeere. 

He ſhall be kke £6.) Marke,I beſecch you, the ap- 
parant Climax, or gradation in this text,of euery ar- 
tribute one aboue another,cach adding a grace,or de- 
gree of perfection to the other. He,the righteous man 
may be like vnto a tree, and yet not like vnto a tree 
planted: planted he may be,and yetnot Ww the riuers 
of waters: by the riuers of waters he may beplanted, 
 andyetnot bring forth : bring forth hee may with the 
Fig-tree inthe Goſpell,leafes, and yet not bringforth 
fruit : fruithe may bring forth, and yet not in ſeaſon, 
much leſſe in due ſeafon.Bur the righteous man ſhall 
be like vnto a tree, and not onely toatree,but toa tree 
planted, and planted by riuers of water, which ſhall 
bring forth not onely leafes and bloſſomes, bur fruir, 
and thatfruiFum ſuum, his fruit;and that not imma= 
rurely, but rempore ſao, in due ſeaſon. Here then you 
ſce(Right Honourable, reuerend, and to me all-belo- 
ued)what amplitude,&varietie of mattereach branch 
of this tree affords : I cannotſpeake of any part (being 
bounded within the limit of an houre) as I would; 
therefore I will ſpeake a little of all, raking the words 
in order as they lyc. 

He,that is, the iuſt man, whoſe wholelife is nothing 
elſe but a continuall meditation of the Iawof God: he, 
who alwayes ſpeakes as he thinkes,does as he ſpeakes, 
ſpeakes,thinkes, and does as God commands: whoſe 
perſon if I ſhould exactly deſcribe and delinearte,] _ 
raiſe

raiſe out of this one hiue, a wholeſwarme of perſons, 


and take a generall view and ſuruey of all the perſons 
in the world, and deſcribe what it is to be excellent

He, that is,the inſt and righteous man, & qui i«- 


ſlum dixerit, omnia dixerit:hethat ſaith a man is iuſt, 


hath ſaid allthat may be ſaid to the glory and praiſe 
of a righteous man. The paucitie of-which perſons 1s 
ſo great, and the raritie ſo {ingular, as that itwill nor 
makea plurall; thenumber of the vniuſt,or wicked, is 
indefinite, or rather, like chafle,infinite;buthe,the iuſt 
man in my text, is ſingled out alone. The citie of So- 
dome, though rich and populous, had but one Lo : 
all the region of Huz, but one 10b : Abram had many 
children by Cethura,but one by Sarah : the off-ſpring 
of 1/>maecl was more fruitfull then the progenie of 1/- 
rael: there were many Athenians, but few Phocians : 
many Thebanes,but few Epaminondaes:many Romanes, 
but few Reguli: Catilinam ( ſaiththe Poet) 

Luocung; in populo videas, quocung,; ſub are, 

At nec Brutus erit, Bruti nec aunnculus vnms, 

Felix (laith Auſten) enim tanquam Phenix,uix ſex- 

centeſs:mo anno naſcitur; the iuſt man is as rare, and as 
hard to be found here onearrh, as the Phoenix bird. 
Bur contrary the wicked areſo many in number, that

among the Latines alum multum,and among the Nonius. 


Greekes,oivop > &ycd:efop gwere vied as Synonimaes. 
Shall be.)Man through the ouer-weening appetite of 
his greedy will, deſirous to picke of the Apples of E- 
den,and to eate ofthe forbidden fruit, hath beene fo 
gricuouſly wounded in the beſt part of his vnderſtan-

ding ſoule, by Gods iuſtly-reuenging hand, thatwith 

the crow inthe Poet,ofwhom it wasfaid,ſhe could nor 

ſay, ſhe was well; but {lightly ſaid, ſhe {hall be well; 
E# bent non potuit dicere, dixit erit. 

Soneither can manin this life ſay,he is well, orthat 
he is as a tree planted by the riuers of water, but his 
hope is, and all that he can ſay, is; 

Eſt bene non potutt dicere, dicit erit. 

The iuſt perſon hath no permanent or abiding citie 
inthis life, but expects one that /ha/l be, and ſhall come. 
In this life hee ſball finde troubles, but in the other 
peace; in this life ſorrow, but in the other ioy; in this 
life ſhame and rebuke, in the other endleſle glory with 
renowne. VV hat a garland doth Saint Pas! plat of his 
owne croſles and tribulations, 2 Cor. 11? 1» ſtripes 
aboue meaſure, priſon more plenteouſlygn perill of death, 
in perils by land, in perill by waters : thele were the ri- 
uers of waters, by which he was planted. There is no 
one page of Scripture almoſt,nort breathing out ſighes 
of the Church, groaning vnder the heauie burden of 
her afflictions :no one leafe almoſt not blurred with 
the teares of the Saints, mourning in the anguiſh of 
their ſoule, and pouring forth their groanes in theſe 
and the like dolefull Elegies. We are as men appointed 
to death, we are a gazing ſtocke, and ſpectacle of miſery 
to the world. 2 Cor. 4. 9. For thy ſake weare killed all 
the day long, and are accounted 4 ſheepe to the ſlaughter. 
Rom.8.36. Thechild of God thercfore,and his church, 
is not alwayes viſibly in the eye of the world, like a 
ereene Oliue tree, aflouriſhing vine, or a tree planted 
by the riuers of water, but rather like a Lilly among 
thornes, like a Doue,whoſe habitation is in the rocke,

as a woman in trauaile with a Dragon purſuing her. 
Res. 12.Or as the buſh wherein God appeared vnto 
Moſes, which alwayes burnes with the flames of perſe- 
cution, but is neuer conſumed. VVherefore erroneous 
is that doctrine of the Diuines of Rome, who crowne 
| the righteous and Church militant here on earth, 
with a garland of temporal! felicitie, making worldly 
pompe to be the true note and badge how todiſcerne 
| the godly from the wicked; true Chriſtians from er- 
roneous hzretikes, the Church of Chriſt from the Sy - 
nagogue of Sathan . And as the Painter of Thebes 
painted Yenws,a Goddelle,afterthe likeneſſe of Phryne, 
a Romane Curtezan, ſo doth B ellarmine effigiate and Lib.4. c.18. de 
paintout the Church of Chriſt, after the image and *=* 
likeneſle of the VVhore of Babilon, deſcribing her to Apoc. 17.4 
be alwayes arrayed in Purple and Scarlet, adorned 
| with gold and precious ſtones of temporall bliſle. 
But who ſo ſball laoke backe vpon the records of 
former times, ſhall finde the Church of Chrift, from 
her firſt infancie, to haue beene clothed in ſack-cloath, 
and the garments of aduerſitic , when the profeſt 
| enemies thereof were clad in purple, and did freely 
_— the choyſeſt pleaſure of this worlds delight. In | 
Noahs time wee may fee her floating in the waterie | 
| world;after that, groaning vnder the Egyptians tyran- 
nie;then, a pilgrime in the Deſert; and in Canaan 
neuer free from his malicious and inſeſt enemies; the | 
| Philictim, the Amonite, the Madianite; and laſt of | 
all, captiued by the Perſian and Babylonian, Since 
Chriſts time,we may ſce her lyeſweltring in her owne | 
bloud, and for longthree hundred yeeres cruelly op. - : 
preſſed by bloudy Tyrants.

- But to omit former times, and to core to this 
preſentage;how many thouſands of Chriſtians haue 
ſacrificed their deereſt bloud in their Sauiours cauſe, 
gainſt that proud Mahumetan Rabſhecat, who being 
poſleſt of the Eaſterne parts, ſpits defiance to the 
Chriſtian world, pouring forth blaſphemous threats 
againſt all the profeſſors of the Name of Chriſt? If 
worldly felicitic be a note of the Church, thenthere 
it is, and they all falſe profeſlors who haue beene 
ſubdued by his conquering ſword. But the Spouſe of 
Chriſt is in this life, like a pilgrime, diuorced from 
herbeloued, her weapons are Tvevudſize, not (4grux, 
not carnall, but ſpirituall;ſhe is like a ſhippe continu- 
_ allytoſt at fea, though neuer ouer-whelmed; (hee is 
like an houſe built vpon a rocke by the ſea ſhore, 
which is obnoxious to many a tempeſtuous flaw. In 
this life ſhe is militant, in the other triumphant; here 
ſhe hath preliam, there fr eminm ; here her labour, 
there her reward; herc her ſeed-time, there her har- 
_ veſt; and therefore this iuſt perſon in my text, is not 
faid thathe is, but he ſhall be like a tree. "2 
Like a tree.) Man is compared to a tree, each part 
of him having ſome correſpondencie and reſem- 
blance with the parts of a tree. The bcauty of his 
youth is likened-tothe bloflomes of trees, which cy- 
ther in aſhort time of themſelues, or with rhe Sunnes 
heate,drievp and wither away. His haire which co- 
uereth his head, and adornes his body, is reſembled 
to the leafes, which couer the tops and vpperparts of : 
the trees. His breath to the ſweet odorwhich trees of 
themſelues ſend forth in the ſpring, His radicall moi- 
ſure, oyleand balſamum (whereon thenaturall heate 
; tkcedes

feedes and is maintained) may be likened tothe oyle 
and ſap of trees, which they of themſclues ſweate 
forth. His diſciplination and nurture, to the planta- 
tion andgraftureof trees. His bloud which diſperſeth 
it ſelfe by the veynes , as branches, through all the 
body, may be compared to thoſe riuers of waters, 
which being carryed by brookes ouer all the carth, 
and through the pores of the earth, doe ſecretly in+ 
corporate themſeclues into the rootes of thoſe trees, 
and by their moiſturefeed and maintaine the flouriſh- 
ing eſtate of euery tree . Plato in generall ſaith that 
euery man is a tree turned topſe-turuy, making his 
head as it were, the roote,his members the branches; 
to which I will adde, that his words aretheleafes, his 
workes the fruit, Gods graces the.riuers of water,by 
which cuery tree is,or ought to be,planted.From this 
reſemblance of man vntoa Tree, many notions doe 
offer themſclues to our conſideration, cach of them 

attended with his ſcucrall inſtruction. _ 

x Asa Tree which bringeth forth no good fruit,ſo 
a man which bringeth forth no good workes in the 
branches of his faith, is good for nothing, but to be 
hewen downe, and caſt into the fire. 

2 Asatree, if itbe not wellplanted,the fruitther- 
of groweth ſowre, wilde,and diſtaſttul;:o a man, if he 
be not well nurtured and diſciplind. 

3 Asatree inthe Spring, ſo a man in the ſpring of 
his youthabounds with many luxuriant ftems, which 
* carefull education, may caſlily be pruned and lopr 
off, 

' 4 Asa tree, though his firſt off-ſpring befrom the 


earth, and his roote in the earth, creceth his body

and branches vpward toward heauen;ſo man,though 
his roote and off-ſpring be from the earth, duſt,and 
aſhes, yet ought he to erect the branches of his ſoule 
and ion roward heauen and heauenly things, in a 
diuine contemplation of his creator. 

But alchough man in many things be like vnto a 
rree,yetinthis onething muſthe bemoſt vnlike. Trees 
ordinarily bring forth fruit but once in the yeere, bur 
the whole life of man muſt be nothing elſe but a 
continuall harueſt, bearing fruit at all times, as well 


in the Winter of his aduerſitic, as in the Summer of 


his profperitic; as well in the Spring ofhis youth, as 
in the Autumne of his a C5 he muſt be «apv\©- xa 
Tpume-, hee muſt Rlhaue leafes,and theſe leafes 
muſt not wither nor fade, but with them hee muſt 
heale the nations of the carth;the ontward barke and 
rine of his conuerſation muſt ſerue as a rule to dire& 
others : and as they report of the figge-tree, ſo the 
fruicof this tree, muſt ripen as faſt as it is gathered: 
Vno aunlſonon deficit alter 
Anreus & ſimili frondeſcit virga metalls. 

That goldentree in Yirgil enamoled round about, 
and beſctwith all the richeft pearles of the Pocts rc- 
finedwit and inuention, 

Aureus & folys & lento vimine rams. 
was but Brafſe and Lead in compariſon of this tree, 
planted like the tree of life, in the midſt of the Gar- 
den of my Text. I hauc not beene learned in the lane 
guage of the eloquent, nor hath my tongue beene 
dipt in the ouer-flowing waters of abundant paſſion, 
yet were it ſowith me,Eloquence her ſelfe mighthere 
be {alent : for, what ornament of wit ? what dowry of 
| tongue

rongue with all the riches of his Ianguage,can ſuffici- 
ently adorneand ſet forth the glorious and flouriſhing 
beauty of this tree ? whoſe outward barke and rineſur- 
paſſeth the Diamond in beautie; his buds, the Eme- 
rods; his bloſſomes, Pearles; his gumme, the Ruby 
and Chriſtall; his fruit, the golden Apples of Heſpe- 
rides; his leafe, true leafe-gold, which neyther withe- 
reth nor fadeth. This is that Tree whereon groweth 
thoſe rich Onyx-ſtones , which carry in them the 
names of the children of Iſracl, engrauen and cmboſt 
in gold. This is that Tree,which S. /obn ſaw, Renel.22. 
planted by the water of life, cleare as Chriſtall, pro- 
ceeding out of the Throne of G o », and from the 
Lambe, which brought forth her fruit in due ſeaſon, 
and bare twelue manner of fruits,and gaue fruiteuery 
monethz yea, as good fruit as the golden Apples of 
the tree of life. But leaſt this iuſt man ſhould deeme 
thatthis fruit of his good workes is by nature,not by 
grace; by merit, not by mercy; from his proper gene- 
ration, and not from his ſpirituall regeneration in 
Chriſt; by vertue of the ſap and moiſturewhich natu- 
rally is in the roote, and not by the riuers of waters, 
which ſupernaturally waterthe garden of his ſoule,ir 
isadded in my Text, that the iuſt ſhall be as a Tree 


planted. 


Planted.)Planted by thatheauenly husbandmanzby 
whom whatſocuer is not planted ſhall be rooted our 
and caſt into the fire.

and hocey. That tree which was vnhappily ſprung in 
Adam, ſhallbe as happily grafted and tranſplanted in 
Chriſt : that tree which was fruitleſſe in his owne na- 
cure, ſhall become fruirfull by grace : that treewhich 
would haue rotted for want of naturall moyſture, 
ſhall louriſhagaine, and recciue juyce into his veynes 
from the waters of life, by which hee is planted. Vee 
know that the whole tree of our nature, roote and 
branches, fruit and leafes, were a)l blaſted by the 
breath of Gods firſt malediion, and the ground 
whereon we grew; nay the ground of mans heart was 
curſt to bring forth of it ſelle,noching but bryars and 
thornes; his wiſedome was fooliſhneſle, his ſtrength 
weakneſle, > pewmucr, his beſtthoughts were defiled, 
his vnderſtanding was darkened; nay,it was darkneſſe 
in abſtracto, Epheſ. 5. So that with Glaucoma in the 
Poct, Ne id quidem intelligit quod intelligit, vel quod 
non intelligit, hee neyther vaderſtands what hee vn- 
derſtands, nor vnderſtands not, that hee vnderſtands 
not. 0 miſeras animes qua pereunt et neſciant ſe perire, 
& ideopereunt quia neſciunt ſe neſcire: like the blinde 
woman in Seneca, who becauſe ſhee neuer ſaw any 
thing , could not be perſwaded that ſhee was blinde, 
but that the houſe was darke, This was'the eſtate of 
man in his corrupted grouth; but ſince his new plan- 
tation by grace, ſince his roote in 4dem hath beene 
taken vp and tranſplanted in Chriſt, God hath pro- 
miſed that the ground ſhall be changed by the raine 
of

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of rightcouſneſſe, and dewe of grace watering his 
roote, and that at the comming of the Meflias ,

Firre-trees, and for nettles, that is, (as I conſtrue it) 


our ſtinging affeRions, ſhall grow Mirrhe-trees, ſwea- 


ting forththe ſoft and ſweet oyle of grace and loue. 
Vnfruirfull plants, and vnſauory trees are ſuffered 
and let aloneto grow in thoſe places where firſt they 
ſprang; bur ſweet roſes, fruitfull vines,and good trees 
aretaken vp and tranſplanted. 
Aimightie God , who in the Goſpell is compared 
toa husbandman, hath tranſplanted vs from the king- 


dome of Sathan , to the kingdome of the Sonne of 


God; from wilde Oliues to be fruicfull Vines in Chriſt 
Teſus. And as the Prophet El:ab reſtored the childe of 
the widdow from death to life; ſo our bleſſed Saui- 
our recouered and revived mankinde like a tree dead 
in the root,and rotten in all the branches thereof. The 
Prophet entering into the chamber wherethe childe 
lay dead, gat vpon the bed, ſtretched his body all 
ouer the childes body, put his mouth to its mouth, 
his hands to its hands, his feete to its feete;ſo Chriſt, 
Elias-like, ſtretched himſelfe vpon the Croſle, as a 
greene tree vpon the dead tree of our nature, and 
laid as it were his roote to our roote , his bran» 
ches to our branches, his leafes to our leafes, his 

fruit to our fruit, and by this new plantation of vs in- 

to himſelfe, he hath infuſed his ſpirit into vs, reuiued 

vs, and made vs of dead trees, trees of life, partakers 

of his divine nature, members of his glorious body, 

and heyres of his immorrall glory. 


For vs men, and for our plantation, the Sonne of

God defcended from.the higheſt heauens, and ſuffe- 
red his God-head to be clad with the corruptible 
roabes of humane frailtie, and in our nature endured 
the wrath of God,did merit by iteternall'redemprion, 
infuſed into it his ſpirituall graces, and aduanced it 
aboue the higheſt rankes of the Angels in heauen. 
Ac the firſt,man was ſer as a Roſe in the Garden 
of Gods Paradiſe, that hee might, prove a ſweet 
odor of life vnto life : but when hee turned from 
a Roſe to be a Thiſtle, and began to pricke his Ma- 
. ker, then was hee tranſplanted from a ſmall Garden, 
to a large mannor, and with an happy exchange of 
eſtate, was brought from his firſt freedome of nature 
of poſſe non peccare, te a better libertic of Grace 01 
eſſe peccare, not to ſinne at all; for, whoſoeuer is 
borne of God, and grafted into Chriſt, finneth not, 
nor can hee ſinne, 1 7h 3. 9. For although the beſt 
of men, through the infirmitie of their corrupted na« 
ture, doe oftentimes commit thoſe things which in 
the ſight of the world are foule, and worthily enor- 
mous, yet-becauſe the inward man doth ſooner or 
latter checke and comptrole them, they are not pro- 
perly ſaid ro commit them, becauſe they doe not 
wholy and fully -afſent vnto them. That celeſtiall ſap 
which euery branch doth receive from his roote, 
Chriſt, doth fo quicken and reuiue the regenerate 
man, that although in outward appearance,and in his 
OWNE CONCceit ny, ſeeme to wither and be decayed, 
yet the ſpirit of Adoption, which ingendreth Faith, 
doth ſo inhabite and poſleſle his ſoule,rhat eyrher 20- 
tally or finally hee cannor periſh, but remaines to- 
ward G OD, like the Philoſophers demonſtrator ,

If theſpirit which is giuentocheriſh and preſeruethe 
leede of life-in cender plants, may be giucn and taken 
away, how is it by S. Pazl termed «gegfop The ny» 
govouicrg, the carncit penny of our redemption? how 
doth it continue with vs for euer ? If therefore the 
man whos once iuſt by Faith ſhall liue by Faith,and 
live for euer;zit followeth that he whichis once planted 
and inſerteda liuing branch of that true Vine Chriſt, 
ſhall never againefrom his body be diflerted. 

Man(I confeſle) is apt and ready to reuolt from 
God, but God is not fo ready to forfake man : our 
mindes are changeable, but Gods decree is immuta- 
ble : whom God hath iuſtified Chriſt aſſures them it 
is his Fathers pleaſure to giuethem a Kingdome.Not- 
withſtanding it ſhall be no otherwiſe giuenthem,then 
if they continue grounded and citabliſhed in the 
Faith, and be not moued away from the hope of the 
Goſpell.

ſupra.me tranſierunt; one deepe (of ſorrow) calleth 
another deepe, by the noyſc ofthe water ſpours, thy 
waues.and flouds arc gone ouer me; though the wa- 


ters of afflition in this life rage, and be impetuous, 


ſo that the very mountaines of their faith ſhake ar 
the ſurges of the ſame, yet ſhall they at length be 
lanted ag flouriſhing trees by thoſe riuers of water, 
whoſe chuſtall ſtreames make glad the citic of God. 
From theſe waters I will ferch ſome, and cuery Chri- 
ſian may more, water of comfort, to refreſh his af- 
fliaed ſouls, with this or the like meditation.

Neyther muſt wee onely bring forth fruit, but cue- 
ry man muſt bring forth hs frat : he that is planted 
asa Cedar in the Paradiſe of this world, muſt bring 
forth the fruitof Cedars;an Oliue,the fruit of Oliues, 
euery tree his owne fruit: and not onely fo, but wee 
muſt notcuriouſly entermeddle with the fruit and af- 
faires of other men : artam ſum quan natFws eff, 
wnuſquiſq; ornet, cucry man muſt ftriuc and endea- 
uour in the ground of his owne vocation wherein 
God hath planted him to bring forth his fruit, that 
is,ſuch fruit as is proper andpeculiar to his vocation, 
and not to the vocation of others; leaſt ſeeking to be 
what others are, thou looſe thy ſelfe; in ſeckingrto be 
euery body, thou proue to be no body; in ſeeking 
to excell in all things, thou proue a foole in euery 
thing.

come to olde age, is the fruit of a good life ; the 


fruic which wee muſt bring forth in the ſeaſon of our 


. old age, is the fruit of a good death rp 


that of Seneca, ante ſenetFutem ſiudebam wt bene 
Viverem,

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vinerem, in ſenetFute vt bent moriar. There is no ſfea- 
ſon of our age vnfit to bring forth ſome fruit of righ- 
teonſneſſe; bur the ſeaſon of the time wherein wee 
ought moſt to ſtretch the ſinewes of our induſtrie to 
bring forth theſe fruits , are eſpecially in the ſeaſon 
when wee are tempted to doe cuill, or in the ſeafon 
when occaſion is offered to doe good. 

The fruits of a Chriſtian, they are ripe at all 
times, his harueſt to gather them is at all times 
of the yeere . Vhen hee is tempred to Luſt, then 
is his harueſt of Chaſtitic : to Gluttonie , then of 
Abſtinence : to Anger and reuenge, then is his har- 
ueſt of Mildnefſe and moderation. When thou ſeeſt 
thy brother impriſoned, then is thy ſeaſon to viſite 
him : naked, then to clothe him : hungry, then to 
feede him : wrongfully oppreſt, then to relieue him : 
in want and extremitie, then to ſuecout him. Thou 
muſt not concredit the diſpoſing of thy almes to 
the too-often-careleſſe performance of fucceedin 
heytes, bnt thou muſt be thy owne Almoner, an 
ſo ſhale rhou be fure to haue thy Will kept , and 
to bring forth thy fruit in due ſeaſon. 

Such as ſhall deferre all their good workes till 
the end of their dayes, and leaue their goods by 
others to be diſtributed, are like a tran that carries a 
candle behinde him m' the darke, whictt may benefit 
thoſe that foliow after him, but not himſelfe. Such 
as all their life time by extortion and = op= 
preſhion wrong the poore , and vpotr cheir cath- 
beds bequeath ſome pettic Legacie to clad a few 
in Frize, and ftop the mouthes of — = 
oafes

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loafes of bread, who otherwiſe would cry for ven- 
geance for their oppreſſion , from the G O D of 


\ Heauen, dae not bring-forth their fruic in due ſea- 


ſon, nor are not like trees, but rather like that Lion 
which Sampſon killed , which although it was raue- 
nous in his life time and mankinde, yet being dead, 
had ſomelittle honey in his mouth. 

. Such as are called to be lights in the Church , 
and ſhine not in their profeſſion; ſuch as are cal- 
led to the facred funfion of the Miniſteric in the 
Spring of their youth, and ſtrength of yecres, and 
bring forth no buds nor bloſſomes thereof, nonot ſo 


'"much.as inthe Autumne of their age, doe theſe, or 


can they cuer be hoped to bring forth their fruit in due 
ſeaſon ? : 
. I feare of this number there are too many here 
preſent, who as if they had receiucd all their lear- 
ning ſ#b ſigillo confeſsionis, in ſecret confeſſion, dare 
not impart any of it, nor bring forth any fruits 
thereof themſclues, but get ſome of their neighbour 
trees to bring forth fruit for them , euen at that 
time, when this place ſhould expeR theirs . And as 
the Beaſt Tarando, in Phyy, turnes himſelfe into the 
faſhion of other beaſts, becauſe his owne ſhape is ſo 
like theſhape of an Aſle, ſo theſe performe all duties 
and exerciſes of their vocgtionin theirplace, and elſe- 
where,in the perſons fs gs (Ithinke)their 
owne are ſo rude and defoftned. 

Your parts it is (Reucrchd and Learned Fathers) 
whom uſt deſert hath worbhily aduanced to emi- 


xencicofplace in this our Athens, to prunc and oy 
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off theſe vnfruirfull branches, which bring forth no 
fruit in their owne boughes, but draw iuyce and ſap 
from other fruitfull branches, and not to conferre 
your choyſeſt fauors ypon ſuch as are by profeſſion 
non-proficients, whoſe end and ſcope is the carrying 
of a bagge anda bunch of keyes, leaſt in ſhort time, 
thoſeplaces which by the beneficency of worthy foun- 
ders, were ereed to be Nurſeries of hopefull wits, 
turne to be Golgothaes, places of dead mens bones, 
andliuing emprtie ſculs, or at the beſt,but old ſhrines, 
and ſmokie Images, for nothing venerable, bur ſc- 
nioritie. Howbeit I ſtand not hereto patronizerhoſe 
L—_ which flye away from hence with part of 
the ſhell vpon their heads, and thruſt themſelues be- 
fore their due time intothe Lords harueſt, expeQing 
(I thinke) ſome Apoſtolike Enthuſiaſme to be inſpi- 
redinilla hora: their haſte is greater then theirſpeed, 
Nimi propere, & minus proſpere, as ſaith Bernard. 
Such are Conduits, that conuey water to others, be- 
fore they can containe any for themſelues : qui logat 
neſctant (faith Hierome) tacere von poſſunt : ſuch turne 
rauening VVolues as foone as they 
skinne ouer their ſhoulders. Theſe men like the Gi- 
beonxes, take their bread hot the day they depar- 
ted to come; and therefore it is ſo ſoone. dryed vp 
and mouldy, and theit bottles becauſe they are new 
are rent.Joſh. 9.13. . 

Such men ſhould haue madea longer refidence in 
this garden of pleaſure, this ſeate of happineſle,from 
whence flowes that of Pindarws, &g150 wh iog, the 
Riuers of Helicon, and waters of Parnaſſus, I know 
E how 
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how fitly I might reſemble this whole Vniuerſitie to 
tree : Theolopic to the roote of the tree, Law to the 
tuyce and radicall moyſture, which maintaines the 
life and vnion of the body together : Phyſuche to thoſe 
leafes which heale the nations ofthe carth: the Libe. 
rall Sciences tothebranches of this tree: the Garlanas- 
of degrees co the bloſſomes and fruits of the tree. For 
as Theophrattus reports of a tree in Perſia, which at 
the ſame time doth bud, bloſſome, and beare fruit,ſo 
tvay we truely auerre of this tree,that now at this one 
ſeaſon it bringeth forth ſome DoQors, ſome Maſters, 
ſome fruitchat is fully ripe,ſome drawingtoripeneſle, 
ſome in the flowre, and fomein the bud. 1 now mer- 
uaile not that the Poets fained the _—_ dwell in 
woods, and amongſt trees : here the /ur5 
tree, which mi + reps x. 5s haue a foe 
conuerſation with all men : here groweth the Palme 
tree, which teacheth vs a of our ſclucs: here 
the Laurell, which crowneth vs with the peace of a 
d Conſcience... Amidſt theſe Arbors, and in the 
Tikes oftheſe trees, let vs(as the ancient Shepheards 
were wont to doe)engraueour names with the Sonets 
of louc,and imprint the charaQters of our deareſt affe. 
Rions ; and with earneſt deuotion defire the heauenly 
Apollo to water this tree with the;dewe of his grace, 
diſtilled into the rootes thereof, that it may ſpread it - 
felfe forth into branches, and the branches may 
bud, and the buds may bloſſome, and the bloſlomes 
may bring forth fruitzluch fruitas ſhall neuer be cor- | 
rupted, ſuch flowers as ſhall neuer be withered, ſuch 
buds asſhall neuer be blaſted,ſuch branches as ſhall 
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neuer be diſmembred,burt flouriſhand ſpread abroad 
their armes to defend the Church from all Hzreſfie,
